FREEING COLLIERIES OF INFLAMMABLE GAS. 

Srr,—Bat for pressure of business, I should have replied to Mr. Adcroft’s 
letter, respecting my method of extracting inflammable gas from coal 
mines, last week; however, I now beg leave to state, in answer to Mr. 
Adcroft’s remarks (in the Journal of Jan. 13), that the fact that I have 
removed nearly 15,000 cubic feet of gas in five days should be a safficient 
earnest that I could againdosotoamuch largerextent. Indeed, I should 
only be too glad to have the chance of experimenting in the old goaves he 
speaks of, when he would be convinced that the magnet I should employ 
is no imaginary one, but so real that the most sceptical must give way 
before it. As regards the questions propounded by Mr. Adcroft, I see no 
insurmountable difficulty; gas, being a controlable element, is the easiest 
removed of any known thing (requiring no manual labour), blowers ex- 
cepted, and the danger of these would be greatly lessened if the goaves 
were kept clear by my plan of constant draining. It would be folly to 
suppose there would be no expense attending the attainment of so desir- 


capital properly applied cannot fail to be productive of very large profit. 
Great care, however, is requisite in the purchase of mines, or rather min- 
ing properties, as the system by which they are first attained is different 
in an important degree from that prevailing in England. Unoccupied 
land in this and many other States is owned by no cne, or, more properly 
speaking, belongs to the Government, which provides and allows men to 
search, discover, and work mines, whieh when discovered becomes the pro- 
perty of him or them by whom such discovery is made; their title to which 
is legalised and secured by conforming to a few simple and comparatively 
inexpensive conditions. This liberality on the part of the Government is 
not so productive of beneficial results as it might be, nor as may appear 
at first to be indicated; that which most effectually operates to counteract 
the advantages that would otherwise be conferred by this arrangement is 
indiscretion on the part of those who devote themselves to pioneer mining. 
When a discovery of much importance is made by this class of men, in- 
stead of extending their search for parallel or oblique lodes in the imme- 
diate vicinity, they exert their utmost energies to produce excitement and 
attract attention, and the result is, other parties rush to the scene of their 
labours, and immediately set about digging and operating agreeably with 
the rules and regulations of that district, so that every lode that can easily 
be discovered soon becomes the possession of a separate and distinct pro- | 
prietary, each one confined to a certain number of feet in length, on the 
line of a specific and designated lode, usually extending from 800 to 
1200 ft., sometimes less, and sometimes more, but not often. It is in this 
way that some of the most inviting fields for mining enterprise become 
distorted, mutilated, and rendered totally unfit and inadequate, by dis- 
proportionate allotments, to the outlay necessary for its development by so 
many separate and independent establishments. 

This is a state of things devoutly to be deplored; and, though far from 
being universal, has obtained to an extent in some districts that cannot but 
be designated general. I am glad, however, to state that the baneful ef- 
fects of this system have begun to be felt and sincerely deprecated; and 
men are now learning in the school of experience what they should have 
seen and understood at a glance under the most enthusiastic conditions of 
life. There are now many noteworthy and commendable exceptions to 
this once general (suicidal) system of appropriation, and many valuable 
groups or series of lodes consecutively are to be met with. It is also no- 
torious that the men of this more practical class are modest in regard to 
the terms on which they propose to do the business of selling. ‘They are 
not inflated with visions of boundless wealth, which I need scarcely say 
will never be realised, and contemptuously scorn to accept that which would 
render men of less pretence and moderately circumscribed desires compara- 
tively happy, if judiciously employed, to the end of life. Nature has been 
bountiful to this country in some respects, and in others the evidences of her 
sparing hand are incontestably manifested. This is toallintents and purposes 
a mining country, adapted to that and nothing else. Agriculture here is but 
a burlesque on that of most other countries, notwithstanding much may yet 
be done in this respect. It is, therefore, to mining principally that capital 
and the energies of sound practical experience must be directed. There 
is here a wide and inviting field for both, and the combination of these 
would be certain, so far as human penetrations can extend, to reap a rich 
reward.—Austin, Lander County, Na., Dee.

sents from the opinions expressed by your correspondent adverse to Mr. 
Crookes’ process of gold and silver extraction.

WATER AS A LUBRICATOR. 


Sir,—Although the application of water as a lubricator is not itself a 

novelty, water lubrication being generally understood and employed in 

many of our ironworks, I am quite ready to admit that we do not usually 

meet with such elaborate and delicate arrangements as those referred to in 

the description of Aerts’s water-box, published in the Journal of Jan. 13, 

which, however, may possibly be necessary to prevent any leakage of water. 
With regard to Belgian certificates, I confess I have little confidence in 
them, because it has become so customary for every invention tried in 
that country to be pronounced highly successful (as it no doubt is, when 

tested under special conditions), although upon fair trial, in Great Britain, the expec- 

tations which the certificates give rise to are far from being realised, Under these 
circumstances, I think you will cOnsider me justified in alluding to the invention 
upon its own merits alone, and apart from anything that bas been done elsewhere than 
in England. Water lubrication is s retrograde movement, and one that will never be 
justified by practical men; but to prove this, we must understand upon what grounds 
the advocates of water lubrication base their claims. They first lay down what they 
consider to be the fundamental conditions of perfect lubrication, and then assume that 
because the lubricants now in use do not falfil those conditions it follows that water 
will fulfil them: the conclusion does not follow from the premises, The Aertsian fun- 
damental principles are that the lubricant should be permanently unalterable; that the 
most perfect lubricant is that which, on account of its flaidity,can most promptly interpose 
itself between the parts, and prevent them coming in contact; that, other things being 
equal, the cheapest lubricant is to be preferred; that perfect Jubrication should render a 
minimum power necessary at starting, and whilst the trains arerunning ; that it should 
not be liable to derangement; that a good box should prevent dust coming into it; and 
that the cleaning of the box should be effected easily, cheaply, and without loss of the 
lubricant. Now, Mr. Pelsenaire puts forward, and I undertake to refute, the statement 
that his water-box fulfils all these conditions, and that “ the superiority of the water 
system over the oll system bursts forth ina most Pp andsplendid manner.” It 
is true that Messrs. Despret and Pelsenaire distinctly state that they do not trouble theme 
selves to draw a logical conclusion from their arguments, and it is probably desirable 
they should have adopted that course in order to avoid anything unpleasant, 

From the engraving accompanying your description of the box, it must be apparent 
to every engineer that no water whatever can remain around the axle after the rotation 
of the wheel ceases, because, according to the well-known hydrostatic law, it would at 
once fall to the level shown below the axle, Again, to assume, as Mr. Pelsenaire does, 
that the grease will remain on the metals, and that the water will maintain a central 
position between the layers of grease, is, to say the least of it, fanny,and would account 
for the engineers of the North-Eastern Railway having no conQMdence in the system— 
either it is the grease that lubricates and not the water, or the water, and this is Mr. 
Pelsenaire’s view of the matter, so completely lubricates the grease that the two coat- 
ings are prevented from mixing. Now, I should so far agree with Mr. Pelsenaire as to 
admit that, if we could cause a couple of tallow candles to rotate, just touching each 
other, one above the other, by keeping a good supply of cold water (not heat, as Mr. 
Pelsenalre’s would be) running over them, they might be kept from melting; but ase 
suming a pressore of only a few hundred weights to be applied on the top candle (a good 
support being provided below the bottom one); even the cold water would not prevent 
them coming so closely in contact with each other as to spoil their symmetry, and cause 
them to be expressed at the edge of the weight. As to Mr. Pelsenaire’s condemnation 
of oll, it is unfair, because we a!l know that oll will hang on the axle far better than 
water, and that if an oil box were hermetically closed,as he suggests, but which in 
practice Is impossible, except as an experiment, in which trouble and expense are not 








able an object, but I must suggest that no really beneficial invention has 
been introduced without expense. 

I am glad to see the matter taken up by a gentleman of Mr. Adcroft’s 
experience, and hope he has not done go to Jet it fall before giving it a 
fair unprejudiced investigation, which it really merits. Being a business 
man, with little time and less money, I should be one of the last to take 
up the time of scientific men, who, rhaps, are more busy than myself, 
by leading them in pursuit of a vain shadow. I, therefore, state again and 
again that this has been practically weighed, and not found wanting. I 
trust Mr. Adcroft will induce a few of his scientific brethren to form a 
committee, and I will meet them within a reasonable distance, and fully 
explain my ideas on the subject; having no time at present to enter into 
details of the case.— Blaenavon, Jan. 24.

PETITIONS TO WIND-UP MINING COMPANIES, 


Re Wa tacutan Petroteum Company (LimiTep).—This was a peti- 
tion presented by Mr. Harry Emanuel, as one of the shareholders of the company, for a 
winding-up order. One of the principal grounds for the application was that some time 
ago a large stock of petroleum had been destroyed by fire at the port of Ibraila. It ap- 
peared, from the affidavit made by the manager of the company, that this fire was acci- 
dental,—Mr, Koberts appeared for the petitioner, and was disposed not to press the ap- 
Plication if no costs were asked against him.—Mr. Selwyn, Mr. Drace, Mr. Cole, and 
Mr. E. Charles, appeared for the company and a large majority of shareholders, and op- 
posed the application. —His Lordship observed that the circumstance of so large a quan- 
tity of petroleum having been destroyed by fire showed that the company’s property 
was productive. The petitioner, on his own showing, failed to make out any case for 
a winding-up order, and the petition would, acvordingly, be dismissed with costs. 

In rE THE Great Nortuern Coprer Mining Company or SouTu 
AvsTRaLia (LimiTED).—The petition in this case prayed a winding-up order, on the 
ground that the company had virtaally suspended its operations, and that it was“ jast 
and equitable” that it should be wound-up. The petition was opposed by the company 
and by shareholders holding a large aumber of shares. The petitioner, Dr. Pearl, was 
a holder of 200 shares of 2/, each, upon which 1/. Lis, per share had been paid. Mr. 
Southgate and Mr. Brooksbank appeared for the petitioner, and had partiy opened the 
case, when his lordship intimated that as this was about the time for holding the gene- 
ral meeting he would allow the petition to stand over, in order that the views of the 
body of shareholders might be taken, the directors and the manager in the meantime 
undertaking not to receive any fees. Mr. Jessel and Mr. Roxburgh appeared for the 
company to oppose the petition, and assented to this suggestion. Mr. Selwyn and Mr. 
Bush appeared for several large shareholders to oppose the petition, Mr. Jenner, of the 
common law bar, also appeared to oppose the petition. His lordship, therefore, by con- 
sent of all parties, directed the petition to stand over to the first day in Easter Term, 
asthe annual general meeting could not be held before March. Mr, Jessel stated the 
petition would be opposed, on the ground of its not being bona fide. 

Re tHe Unirep Merturr Coiueries Company (Limirep).—Mr. 
Selwyn and Mr. W. Pearson appeared in support of a petition to wind-up this com- 
pany, and asked that it might stand over, on the ground that the petitioner had applied 
to the company for an inspection of the books, which they had offered to the petitioner 
personaliy, but refused to allow his solicitor or accountant to be present. Mr, Baggaliay, 
Mr. Roxbargh, and Mr. Fry, for the company, opposed the petition standing over, on 
this ground, and contended that no person but the petitioner himself was entitied to see 
the books, and that it would be attended with great injury to companies if, upon the 
presentation of such a petition as the present, a petitioner was entitled to take a pro- 
feasional tant to go through the company’s books. The Master of the Rolls said 
it was clear the petitioner had a right to see the books and take copies, and he might 
show these copies to an accountant or any other person. Tnecompany must, therefore, 
either consent to the production of the books, or the petitioner must make a substantive 
motion for production. Mr. Baggallay said the company had nothing in their books 
they wished to conceal, and objected only on principle; but after this intimation from 
the Court they would be produced on Monday and Tuesday next, so that the petition 
might be heard next Saturday. Mr, G. Hastings appeared for shareholders to oppose. 
The Court ordered the petition to stand over accordingly.

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Iuprovep Sturrine-Box ror Pump Piuncers.—Mr. T. H. Thomp- 
sen, manager of the Durham Gold Mining Company, Ballarat, has invented an “ im- 
proved stuffing-box” for the plungers of mining pumps. The invention consists of a large 
horizontal cog-wheel on the upper surface of the gland of the stuMfing-box. Jn this 
cog-wheel the nuts belonging to the bolts that hold the flanges of the box together are 
made to fit lixe spur-wheels, the nuts being toothed. It will readily be seen that on 
tarning one of these nuts to tighten and loosen the bolt, the larger wheel will also travel 
round, giving motion toall the other nuts at the same time. By having a vertical key, 
sitailar to those in use for fire-pluga in streets, a single nut may in this way readily 
be reached below the water at times when the getting at all of them would be almost 
an impossibility. A winch is also provided in a convenient position for raising the 
gland when repacking. We understand that several practical engineers have expressed 
warm approval of the Thompson staMfing-box.—Dicker’s Mining Record (Melbourne.) 

Dritiine with Sapruires.—The invention of Mr. L. Dow, of New 
York, consists in forming the cutting or reducing surfaces of toolsor drilis for boring 
rock of sapphires, arranged on the face of acrown or stock, 80 as to make a series of 
grinding faces or surfaces, by rotating or reciprocating which upon the rock to be bored 
ghe latter will be gradually reduced by abrasion or grinding.

The Cuarrman said that since the report was issued the directors had 
received later advices from Mr. Bland, dated Nov. 23, which the proprietors could re- 
gard with no other feelings than of unmixed satisfaction. In the first place, they found 
that during October there were crushed 4774 tons of quartz, which produced 1997 ozs.

1863 was 62,000 tons; in 1864, 104,600 tons; and in 1865, 130,000 tons; and there was 
no part of the report that indi d th i ce of a regular and ample supply. 
They had now reached a greater depth than hitherto, and by this time next year there 
would be aconsiderably greater amount of ground opened than now. Upon the question 
of the yield of gold in depth the directors, in their report, had stated that—“ A depth 
has now been attained in the north shaft of 464 ft., and in the south shaft of 456 feet, 
and the average yield is proved to be such as will give a very satisfactory profit. The 
average yield obtained from eight samples taken from the various reefs at the lowest 
level yet driven—at 374 ft., gives 10 dwts, 17 grs. per ton. The quantities from which 
they were taken were each about 50 tons.” It was also satisfactory to find that the 
arrangements concluded in October, 1864—sanctioned by a special general meeting of 
shareholders — between the Clanes and the Port Phillip Companies—had completely 
answered their most sanguine anticipations. Upon this poiat Mr. J. Manday writes— 
“The new arrangement made for working the mine on joint account with the Clunes 
Quartz Mining Company has hitherto been attended with much success. Every possible 
activity is used in opening out the ground for stoping, and a considerable reduction in 
the cost of mining has been effected from an improved system of letting the labour con- 
tracts by competition. The occasional sampling of the ground on a large scale also 
affords the advantage of its being ascertained what portions of tbe lodes may be advan- 
tageously worked, The effect of these and other changes, all of which have the able 
co-operation of Mr, Harvey, the mining manager, cannot fall to be favourably felt, and 
the improvements thus gradually working, united with the favourable prospects of a 
large proportion of the deep ground for yleid, afford great reason to hope that a period of 
continued prosperity will attend the company’s mining operations.” Adverting again 
to the quality of the ore he (the Chairman) thought proprietors should observe that 
during the past fifteen months the explorations at the mine had been upon an exceed- 
ingly bard portion of ground; but since the new arrangements were made there had 
been produced very good results, partly, no doubt, from the combined action of the ground 
b ing more fi bie for mining purposes, and partly, perhaps, from the operations 
being more jadictously managed. The average of the last six months exceeded that of 
the preceding half-year by 19 grais per ton, which, upon 27,000 tons — the quantity 
crashed during the half-year—wmade a difference in nett profit of not less than4800/. It 
was, moreover, the more satisfactory to find that the produce of the last six months was 
so much better than hitherto, not only account of the amount of increased profit it gave, 
but also because it showed that the character of the ground improved in value as the 
depth increased, showing there was no reason whatever to apprebend a falling off either 
in quality or quantity in depth.

Mr. TreTK1Ns had much pleasure in seconding the proposition.

The report of the directors stated that after payment of all expenses, 
and after deducting rebate of interest at 7 per cent. per annum, there remained a balance 
of 13,0821. 2s, 6d. to credit of the profitand loss account. This sam includes 62,660/. 18. 
brought forward from the last half-year. From the above amount (in addition to 
2140/. 12a, 10d., being half-year’s interest at 5 per cent.), the directors have transferred 
12,2331, 83. 5d. to the reserve fund, which now amounts to 100,000/. The directors re- 
commend the payment of a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, witha bonus 
at the same rate, being together 15s. per share, free of income tax. This payment will 
absorb 30,000/., leaving 60,1077. 10s. 1d. to be carried forward to the next half-year. 
The CHAIRMAN said that, notwithstanding the reports which had been cur-

At the same time, however, the benefit conferred 
would be equally great to the Chontales Company, becaase under the original agree- 
ment the Foreign Lands Company had power to re-purchase any of the mines at any 
time if the Chontales Company were not working them. Therefore, if from any cause 
whatever one of the richest mines was not at work ,the Foreign Lands Company had the 
power to interfere and tc re-parchase it, which would, of course, have been an interfer- 
ence with the werking of the company. The directors, after considering the different 
bearings of the case. fully agreed that the terms of the amended agreement cannot fall 
to act most beneficially towards the Chontales Company ; and by its adoption the Chon- 
tales Company would not subject itself to more than under the original agreement ; on 
the contrary, it would be free from the supervision of an extraneous company, Inasmach 
as the Foreign Lands Company, by the old agreement, possessed the right of nominating 
and keeping two directors on the Chontales board. Therefore, he would prupose that 
the agreement, dated Jan. 4, 1866, between this company of the one part, and the Foreign 
Lands and Mineral Rights Purchase Company of the other part, be confirmed. 

Mr. STAUNTON seconded the proposition. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought there was some contradiction between clauses 123 and 125. 
He referrei to the power given of converting the royalty into ordinary shares. ——The 
CHAIRMAN sald that the power was subject to a special resolution and consent of a large 
proportion of the royalty shareholders. The directors were advised that, unless tha 
power were taken, it could not be done,——A SHAREHOLDER thought it was not inthe 
interest of the Chontales Company that such a power should be given.——Mr, G. 
Noakes (managing director) said the only power that was given was to be able to pro- 
pose a resolution apon the question. 

The CuarrMan sald that, under certain circumstances, such an arrangement might be 
to the interest of both elasses of shareholders. The royalty shares were subject to this 
provision—that nothing could be done until 15 per cent. was paid to the holders of the 
ordinary shares. The royalty shares might get rid of that incubus by converting their 
15,000 shares into 10,000 ordinary shares. 

Mr. J. H. Murcutison contended that, under any circamstances, the conversion of the 
royalty into ordinary shares would be against the royalty shareholders, unless the nam- 
ber of ordinary shares received were at least eqaal to the number of the royalty shares. 
Sopposing the case suggested by the noble Chairman to be adopted—that ts, 10,000 or- 
dinary shares were exchanged for the 15,000 royalty shares, thereby adding 10,000 to 
the present 30,000—it would give the present royalty shareholders only one-fourth of 
the profits instead of one-third; and he need not say that if the undertaking turned out 
anything like what it promised, there would be no difference between the rovalty and 
the ordinary shares, go far as profits were concerned. As the case was put in the pro- 
posed agreement, the royalty shareholders received a definite proportion of the profits— 
that is, one-third; and as he had already sald, ifa smaller number of ordinary shares 
were given in exchange the proportion of profits would be considerably reduced, more 
particularly if the Chontales Company should increase its capital for the purposes of 
purchasing and developing other properties. 

Mr. Bumps (the solicitor), replying to a quesiion relative to the position of the | 
royalty shares in the event of the company being round-up, stated that the clause was 
inserted for technical reasons, and did not in any way apply to an ordinary winding-up. 
As, for instance, supposing {t to prove a wealthy company, and divided its assets with 
the view of reconstituting it. Clause 155 was also inserted for technical reasons. 

A SHAREHOLDER said if those 15,900 shares were put upon the market it might have | 
the effect of depreciating the price of the ordinary shares. 

Mr. G. Noakes could not see how such a result was to arise, seeing that those 15,000 
sharee were to be distributed amongst the Foreign Lands shareholders, and not to be 
thrown upon the market. They, in fact, became the assets of the Foreign Lands Com- 
pany, and would be so distribated, pro rata, among their shareholders, 

Mr. Wurre (a director) sald that, so far from selling shares, he had purchased 300 
since the receipt of the lastfadvices, and he did not think'the Foreign Lands shareholders, 
who woald represent the royalty shares, were likely to throw any of their shares upon 
the market. 

The CHAtRMAN sald they must remember that these 15,009 royalty shares only have

Although the directors had amply 
secured, they had reason to believe, both principal and interest, yet they did not feel 
Jastified in reckoning any amount until it was received. (Hear, hear.) As regards the 
advances they were made apon either completed or all but completed lines of railway 
within the United Kingdom, the whole of which, the directors belleved, would prove 
very valuabie property; and, as an evidence that ample margin was taken by the di- 
rectors at the time the advances were made, he might mention that other pariles held 
as security the surplus balance after them (the London Financial) both principal and 
interest —consequently, if the London Financtal were not repaid the principal and In- 
terest, the prospects of the second parties were forlorn.

He regretted that the history of deep-sea telegraphy was almost entirely 
one of failure. The pabiic wanted to hear the history of the “ hitches” In the successfally 
laid-out cable that only succeeded ia absorbing shareholders’ capital. He contended that 
light strong cables are to be chosen in preference to the most elaborate admixture of 
iron, wire, and hemp. For making these, longitadinal fibres of flax must be used, crusted 
in with asubstance which must not be an insulator, although it should be waterproof, 
or nearly so, but which, above all, should be as unpalatable as may be to the Inhabi- 
tants of the oceandepths, Spirals, whether of Iron, or steel-wire, or hemp, whether in 
the conductor or the exterior sheathing, are by all means to be avoided. With regard 
to the insulator, there is no reason to belleve that the gum hitherto most tu favour 
—gutta-pertha—has ever contributed by its failure to the want of success in deep-sem@ 
telegraphic commanication, which we all deplore. He saw not the smaliest reason to 
doudt that the paraffin compound of Mr. Mackintosh fs such a substance, and he could 
not but anticipate its extended employment both for subterranean and submarine lines 
wherever its valuable qualities and low price become as well kuown tothe world as they 
are to the few who have hitherto made it their business to enquire Into the sabjecr. 
The most extraordinary property of this compound derived from the paraffin, which it 
largely , is the extr lowness of its inductive capacity, joined to very high 
insulating power. An interesting discussion followed, in which Messrs. Arthur Varley, 
Taylor, John Imray, Jeffries, F.R.S., MacGawley, Ronalds, and others, toox part.

The term of the lease is for 21 years, renewable as long as mining operations may be 
carried on, at 5 per cent. royalty. The company has been formed with a nominal 
capital of 60,000/., in 6000 shares, 5000 of which have been allotted to Ballarat men. 
Not fewer than three deep leads are said totraverse the ground.——Amongst the larger 
Ballarat ventures, the annexed account of the extent and progress of the Buninyong 
Gold Mining Company, started in the year 1857, will be found interesting. It purchased 
the pre-emptive right (private property) of Mr. Thomas Learmonth, one of the original 
pioneer squatters of the colony. The areaembraces 1168 acres, and the purchase-money 
paid by the company amounted to 20,0007. The profits for the half-year ending Sept. 30 
were 28,0152. 38., out of which 22,8007. was declared in dividends, being at the rate of 
51. 148, per 4000th scrip, or 5707. per 1-40th original share; the amount of gold for the 
same time, 10,428 ozs. 12 dwts. 12 grains, realising 42,4727. 4d. 5d, The actual capital 
subscribed was something very small, and the purchase-money of the property and ma- 
chinery having been paid for out of the profits of the mine. The company has four 
shafts in active operation. We append the total receipts from gold, dividends, and ex- 
penditare from November, 1857, the date of the first gold, to the end of October, 1865 :— 
Total yield of gold, 60,114 ozs. 7 dwts. 5 grains, value 241,522/7. 10s. 2d.; totaldividends, 
119,2077. 14s, 10d.; total expenditure, 152,926/. 9s.6d. Nuggets have been far more 
numerons of late than for some time past. In addition to those noticed last month as 
got at Dunolly, we have to record several others from different parts of the colony.

The mall packet Saxon, which has just arrived from the Cape, brought nearly 150 tons 
of copper ore. 





Mera.uirerous Mines Bitt.—A meeting of the committee appointed 
to confer with the four county members, in reference to the proposed le- 
gislation on the subject of Metalliferous Mines, was held at the Royal 
Hotel, Truro, on Monday. Capt. Wm. Teague occupied the chair, and 
there were present—Messrs. Robartes, Kendall, ht. Davey, and J. St. 
Aubyn (the four county members), J. Haye, Smith and Roberts, F. Hill, 
A, Jenkin, R. H. Pike, 8. Higgs, J. P. Bennetts, B. Matthews, R. Grylis, 8. W. Jenkin, 
J. Vivian, W. C. Vivian, &c. The committee reported what had taken place at their 
meeting on the previous Monday, after which the recommendations of the Royal Com- 
missioners, as to the regulations which they considered ought to be enforced in mines, 
were again gone through seriatim, and discussed, and the same conclasions were ar- 
rived at as at the previous meeting. It was thought desirable that if any measare was 
to be introduced, for the purpose of enforcing certain regulations in our mines, it ought 
to be done by the Government, who would, no doubt, pay attention to any recoommen- 
dations or suggestions from our county memberson the subject. It was also considered 
that, with a view to carry out the provisions of the Act—sbould one be passed by Par- 
liament—a local board should be elected, which should have power to make and enforce 
bye-laws, as well as to appoint Inspectors. The important question of the ventilation 
of mines was carefully considered, and the difficulty of framing any clause in an Act of 
Parliament to secure perfect ventilation was felt by all present. It was, therefore, 
thought that the local board should be entrusted with the power of making such regu- 
lations as they might from time to time think desirable to ensure the securing of ade- 
quate ventilation in mines. Resolations were unanimously adopted embodying these 
views, which the county representatives were asked to impress upon the attention of 
the Government. 


CRENVER AND WHEAL ABRAHAM Minino Company v. W1LLYAMs.— 
This case, involving a question as to the power of directors to alienate the funds of a 
company, and to execute a bill of sale as security for another person, came on last Friday, 
before the Master of the Rolls, in the shape of a motion for decree. It appeared that 
Mr. Griffin, the contractor for opening up the mine, became insolvent, and called a 
meeting of his creditors. He then represented to the Miners’ Bank that the company 
would be exceedingly glad if he could continue his contract with them, and an arrange- 
ment was made between himself and the bank, by which the company secured the 
latter, both as regarded the money already owing, and also future advances that might 
be made to Mr. Griffin. These provisions were embodied in a deed, to which the direct- 
ors affixed the seal of the company. A bill of sale was then executed upon the plant, 
machinery, and other property of the company. Eventually the bank brought an action 
against the company to recover the money for the work done by the contractor, and ob- 
tained a verdict for 60007., which was satisfied. The amount of 5000/., due on bilis 
given previously to the contractor, the company was now willing to pay; but with re- 
gard to the further sum alleged to be secured by the deed, the directors dispute it, on 
the ground that the document is entirely bad, as being in direct contradiction to the 
Articles of Association. The plaintiffs, therefore, asked for an injunction to restrain the 
defend from enforcing the bill of sale. Counsel were heard on both sides, it being 
contended, on the part of the defendants, that there was a sufficient assent to the deed 
on the part of the adventurers. The Master of the Rolls deferred judgment. 


MeErALuirerRous Mines Biii.—The committee which was appointed 
to confer with the four members for the county, on the subject of a Metalliferous Mines 
Bill, have lose no time, since their appointment, in bringing the matter under conside- 
ration, Mr. Robartes, Mr. Kendall, Mr. Davey, and Mr. St. Aubyn, met the committee 
at Truro last Monday, and fully discussed with them this most important subject in all 
its bearings. It is, of course, to be expected that if any measure is to be Introduced it 
will be founded upon the report of the Royal Commission on Metalliferous Mines, 
Three of our county members—Mr. Kendali, Mr. St. Aubyn, and Mr, Davey—were 
members of that Commission, and have given the subject all the attention and close 
consideration which its importance demanded. It is satisfactory, therefore, to observe 
that the views taken by them, and the committee of gentlemen representing the mining 
interest, are so different, in some important points, from certain provisions in the Bill 
introduced last year by Lord Kinnaird, and which was strongly objected to as a mis- 
chievous and impractical measare. Our county members, and the gentlemen who as- 
sembled on Monday, arrived at the conclusion that if a Metalliferous Mines Biil ig to 
be introduced it should be brought forward by the Government; and with regard tothe 
working of the measure, that there should be a local board in connection with It, to 
make bye-laws, appoint Inspectors, and enforce regulations for securing adequate ven- 
tilacion in mines. The effect would be to bring into operation a practicable, and, it is 
hoped, a beneficial measure. To the committee of gentlemen of the mining interest 
thanks are due tor having so promptly brought the subject before our county represen- 
tatives, Those gentlemen, we may feel assared, will not fail to impress upon the Go- 
vernment the views that were represented in resolutions passed at the meeting on 
Monday last.— West Briton. 








MancuHEsSTER GEOLOGICAL SocieTy.—The December part of the Trans- 
actions of the Manchester Geological Society has just been issued. At 
the meeting reported, and over which Mr. E. W. Binney presided, Mr, 
John Hellis presente’ a specimen of coal found between Mount Olympus 
and the Bay of Draniska, in the Gulf of Salonica. ‘ibe coal, which lies in a regular 
series of three beds, me.kes about 2) per cent. of ash. The Pasha of Egypt is said to 
have a concession of the coal, which, from the specimen exhibited, was considered to be 
between Cannel and Splint. A paper “ On Safety-Cages” was read by Mr. J. J, Horsfall, 
in which he highly ealogised an apparatus constructed by Mr. Jubal Broadbent, of Roch- 
dale, and in use at the Kirkless Hall Works. No mechanical description accompanied 
the paper, and upoa the inventor exhibiting and explaining the model, Mr. Greenwell 
and others questioned the novelty of the invention, and whether it would act in prac- 
tice. A paper “On the Union of the Gannester and Higher Foot Coal Mines at Bacup,” 
was read by Mr. John Aitken, and an interesting discussion upon it concluded the bu- 
siness of the meeting. 

MatHemMATICAL Drawine INsTRUMENTS.—A descriptive catalogue of 
instruments of this class is about to\be pnblished by Mr. W. F. Stanley, in which it is 
proposed to treat of their construction, uses, qualities, selection, preservation, &c. The 
treatise is to be issued early in March. 





EXTENSION OF IRONWORKS IN THE CLEVELAND Dates,—The quiet 
valleys and dales lying between the vale of Cleveland and Whitby are 
gradually becoming covered with iron furnaces and other works, and in a 
comparatively few years the development of their almost inexhaustible mineral resour- 
ces will change the whole aspect of the country. At Rosedale, Kildale, Commondale, 
Glazendale, and Grosmont, large works have been erected, or are in course of erection, 
and new populations bave grafted themselves on to the old villages. At Commondale 
there is an entirely new villege, and the works are beitig rapidiy extended. At Kildale 
and Lindsdale two more farnaces will be at once put up, making a total of five furnaces 
erected or to be erected as soon as the plans can be completed.—South Durham and 
Cleveland Mercury.

Remarks.—No material change has taken place in the Metal Market 
during the week, and it still remains in rather a quiet state. As long as 
the Money Market retains its present condition of strigency we fear that 
no very great improvement will occur in the metal trade, although as the 
spring advances we hope to find a greater amount of activity taking place. 
The news received by the West India mail leads us to fear that the war 
between Spain and Chili is not now very likely to be brought to a speedy 
termination, but that it will be prosecuted with vigour by both parties, 
and the consequence will be that our trade with Chili will continue to be 
most seriously interrupted. We were in hopes that the mediation of Eng- 
land and France might have been accepted by both parties, but the events 
that have lately transpired seem to preclade all hope of this being the 
case. We mast now, therefore, wait the result of the struggle; and we 
can only add that we earnestly trust the Chilians may prove victorious. 
Onr anticipations with regard to the improvement in the trade with India 
is being verified, and the extension and enlargement of the railways there 
are causing great demand for metals, which will lead to much activity in 
certain departments of the trade. 

Coprer.—On Monday the smelters again announced a redaction of 5/. 
per ton, making present prices 1017. for manufactured, 99/. for best selected. 
and 96/. for toagh cake, tile, and ingot. This decline, also, was entirely 
unlooked for, and, in the face of the advices received concerning the war 
between Spain and Chili, quite unnecessary, as the effect of that news 
ought to have been to stiffen prices, rather than to weaken them. Bat 
there is no accounting for what may be done by the parties forming the 
copper combination, as they often act in a way quite uncalled for by the 
real position of the copper market. We fully expect, however, that we 
shall see an improvemenc in the marketere long. Prices are now reduced 
to the same as they were before the blockade of the Chilian ports. 

Yettow Metat.—.4 reduction of 3d. per Ib. has been declared on this 
metal simultaneously with copper, the present price being 93d. per Ib. 

Inon.—In Staffordshire most of the works are fully employed, though 
a few of the second-class makers are not working quite the whole week. 
The necessity of turning some of the great East India railways into double 
lines is manifesting itself, and tenders are now invited by the East India 
Railway Company for about 26,000 tons of rails and railway iron. There 
is also an improved demand for sheets for India. In Welsh the trade re- 
mains without material change; large orders are now being given out for 
India, and the home enquiry has slightly improved. In Swedish iron the 
demand is not quite so active as it was. In Scotch pig-iron the activity 
that occurred last week has not been maintained, and prices have fallen 
considerably; first to 67s. 3d. cash, then to 67s. cash, and afterwards to 
65s. 6d. cash. The last advices from Glasgow, however, state a slight 
improvement, business having been done at 65s. 9d. cash.

Britain, and the nursery of eminent miners. There the proprietors and 
the managers of each mine rejoice in the success of their neighbours, sa- 
gaciously judging that every success is an additional stimulus for local or 
distant monied men to advance the general interest of their county. In 
Ireland, as a rule, it is unfortunately otherwise, apparently from the mis- 
taken notion that the labour market might be injuriously affected by any 
increase of demand. This mistake has already made itself felt in various 
parts of the country, whence the industrious men have been driven to emi- 
gration by the want of homeemployment. The unwillingness to keep the 
public informed on the resujts or progress of particular mining enterprises 
is 80 strong that on several occesions it was only with much trouble and 
great perseverance we were enabled to obtain information for purely sta- 
tistical purposes. With a view to not only further the interest of mining, 
but, by means of it, also to contribute to the best of our ability towards 
extricating Ireland from all the mischief which want of employment of 
a warm-hearted, impulsive, and intelligent population is sure to create, we 
have from time to time, and, for the better convenience of our readers, 
also quarterly given accounts of the sales of copper ores at the Swansea 
Ticketings trom the most conspicuous mines, and with the same object we 
now give theresults of the four quartersof 1865 in the following summary: —

Such a result as this proves clearly what can be done in our country by 
means of mining when conducted with sufficient capital and an efficient 
management. Of the copper sold from the Ovoca Mines, under the de- 
nomination of coppery sulphur pyrites, and which must amount to many 
hundreds of tons annually, we have not been able to obtain any reliable 
estimates, except as to the Ballymartagh Mines, the property of the Wick- 
low Copper Mining Company, which, as we learn on good authority, pro 
duce, besides their celebrated (sglphur) pyrites, about 500 tons of copper ore, 
of the estimated value of 1500/., and about 2000 tons of ‘‘ coppery pyrites,” 
value about 35002.

The principal producer of lead is the 
nure Mine, the property of the Mining Company of Ireland, of which 
we have given a report at some length in our last two Journals. There 
are, however, several new and promising mines in operation in Monaghan, 
Cavan, county Down, &c., of which the lodes are for the most part of great 
magnitude, producing in several instances gigantic masses of lead ore. In 
blende, or sulphuret of zinc, the General Mining Company for Ireland 
might realise large dividends if our railway companies were actuated by a 
sufficiently patriotic spirit to carry the ores at a moderate profit. The 
same may be said of several coal mines in the hands of the Mining Com- 
pany of Ireland and others, Gold has not yet been found in sufficient 
quantities to pay any company for working it on an extensive scale; thus 
far, it has only been met with as the result of the disintegration of rocks, 
bearing gold in too small proportions to pay for working them for the 
precious metal alone. Washings on a small scale would, however, no 
doubt pay in many parts of Ireland, as it formerly did in the county 
Wicklow. Slate quarries have made no very satisfactory progress, but the 
demand for slates and slabs continuing to increase daily, it may fairly be 
assumed that architects will ere long learn that, if they wish to see build- 
ings covered with slates at all within a reasonable time, they will have to 
modify their old ham-dram dictum for “ Bangor slates,”’ and be content with 
any other colour, so long as the substitute is strong and sound, to supply 
which we have many extensive veins in several localities. Our fine mar- 
bles are still, so to say, neglected, but granite is being looked up, for which 
we arein a great measure indebted to the large requirements for the Thames 
Embankment. On the whole, there is more hope now than at any pre- 
vious time that Irish mines and quarries, which might have afforded ample 
means to keep most of our self-expatriated people at home in perfect con- 
tentment and comparative comfort, will gradually receive more attention, 
and become an additional source of profit for the enterprising capitalist, 
combining experience with energy.

Rapip Iron Consrruction.—It may be interesting to our readers to 
have an example of the aeely with which iron structures are now manu- 
factured and erected. This is a quality which is frequently overlooked, 
but in this active age, when time is money, it should not be entirely lost 
sight of. The example to which we refer is as follows: —During the vio- 
lent gales of a few weeks back no less than twelve bridges were damaged 
| by the floods on the railway now in course of construction in the south- 
| east of Portugal, by Messrs. Baring Brothers, of London. This would 
| have seriously impeded the progress of the line, but application was made 
|to the well-known firm of Messrs. Kennard Brothers, who were called 
upon on Dee, 8 to replace them in iron in the shortest space of time. The 
material for these twelve bridges had to be rolled and brought from various works in 
| Staffordshire and Wales to their viadact works, Crumlin, after the receipt of the order, 

and before the process of manufacture could be commenced. Upon its arrival the girders 
and other parts forming the bridges were rapidly proceeded with; and, by the aid of 
the patent duplex riveting machines recently erected there, were entirely completed in 
the short space of 17 working days, a work unparalieled in the history of bridge manu- 
facture. We are informed this took place without interraption to the ordinary work in 
' progress at Crumlin, where we noticed in course of construction a patent slip for New 
! Zealand, capable of hoisting-ships of 2500 tons burden out of the water, a large number 
| of barrack buildings for our own Government, and bridges for various parts of the world. 
| Amongst the larger may be mentioned a bridge over the Solway, one mile in length, 
and a bow-and-string bridge to cross the Borough-road, Southwark, for the London, 
| Chatham, and Dover Railway. During the last eight or nine years this firm has manu- 
| factared, besides other works in iron, several miles of iron bridges for home and foreign 
use, and is noted for the rapid execution of this class of work, for which they are pecu- 
| liarly saited by their favourable position, situated, as they are, in the centre of the 
great iron and coal district of South Wales, and by their excellent labour-saving ma- 
|ehines. Asan example of rapidity of erection may be taken the iron bridges over the 
| Ebro. This bridge ig 2138 ft. in length, and supported upon 20 piers, formed of cast-iron 
| cylinders, sunk 30 ft. into the bed of the river, whose current is exceedingly rapid, being 
| at flood times as much as 25 miles per hour. The whole of this structure was erected 
{in less than eight months from its commencement. We might refer to the Velletri 
| Viaduct, near Rome, an iron bridge 600 ft. in length, supported upon columns 90 {t. 
| high, which was erected in the short space of three weeks, but enough has been sald to 
| point out the vast superiority of iron in the construction of bridges and other similar 
| structures, more particularly where time is an element of the calculation,

Improved Tcrpixe.—An invention has been brought forward by Mr. | 
George Talcott, of New York, the object of which is to obtain a tight joint 
without causing friction, and to this end a flange is attached to the inner 
edges of the scroll, helix, or box, either at the top or bottom, or hoth; the sald flange 
being of such a shape as to form annular boxes in which water, when the wheel is at work 
or in motion, is retained directly over the joints by centrifugal force, generated by the 
rotation of the wheel, and loose joints admitted, which will not cause any friction, and 
at the same time prevent the escape or leakage of water therefrom. 

Drarxsinc Pump.—The object of the invention of Mr. W. S. Nelson, 
of St. Louis, is an improvement in pumps, adapted more especially for drain- 
ing purposes, because it is not liable to be put out of order or to be stopped 
up in pumping muddy and refuse water. It consists of a hollow cylinder, within which 
are placed two series of vanes whose adjacent ends are connected, although each series, 
in other respects, is distinct from the other in form and position.

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ROCK BORING BY MACHINERY. 


In connection with mining operations, improvements upon the primitive 
methods used by the ancients have been introduced in almost every direc- 
tion, yet the boring of the holes preparatory to blasting is still, unless in 
very exceptional cases, carried on by hand labour—this has arisen chiefly 
from all the machines which have been introduced as substitutes being 
complicated and expensive. Two machines, however, which appear to 


series are spiral. The latter, moreover, are surrounded by a circular case, which nearly 
fills the cylinder, and they are mounted upon a bub or axts, whose diameter is about one- 
half the diameter of the cylinder. Next to this series of vanes is a frame containing 
four racial blades, fixed within the cylinder, each blade being in a plane parallel with 
the axle of the cylinder. Their purpose is to counteract the tendency of the water to 
rotate after it has left the vanes, and direct it onward toward the place of discharge. 

ApsvstaBLe Cot-orr.—According to the invention of Mr. A. W. Fos- 

ter, of Pittsburgh, U.S., it is proposed to construct a cut-off, in which the 
valve is tripped by the action of a combination cam, or a cam formed of 
@ series of cams of decreasing length, which is self-adjusting on its axis by the motion 
of tim governor, in such a manner that, when the speed of the engine increases, and 
the balls of the governor fly out, the cam is brought in such a position that the valve 
is kept open for a shorter time than {t is when the speed of theengine slacks off and the 
balis off the governor sink down, The several cams which form the combination cam 
are made V-shapped, and they operate, in combination with a V-shapped friction- 
roller at the end of the valve-stem, in such a manner that the governor is prevented from 
moving the cam while the valve is being seated, and the length of the several arms Is 
go adjusted in relation to each other that each cam cuts off at a certain constant or re- 
gular percentage on the one immediately preceding, thus differing from ordinary cut- 
offs, which cut off at equal intervals on the stroke of the piston. 

INTERESTING AND Important DiscoveRY aT THE New ALMADEN 
Mixe.—It was accidentally discovered, some time since, that the slag or 
refuse from the furnaces at the New Almaden quicksilver mines contained 
a noticeable quantity of gold. Samples of this refuse have been submitted to a number 
of assayers in this city, a!) of whom have returned gold, varying in quantity from $10 to 
$20 per ton. We have furtier understood that about a ton of this refuse has been sent 
b’ther to be tested by a wo.'king process, the result of which will soon be known. This 
refuse is so thoroughly calcined and desu! phaurised, in the process of extracting the quick- 
silver from it, as to be almost entirely soluable in water, becoming completely disinte- 
grated. Hence it will require no crushing, but may besubmitted directly to the simplest 
amalgamating process for the extraction of the gold, which is in a perfectly free state, 
The cost of such a process will be merely nominal. The quantity at the works can 
scarcely be less than 30,000 or 40,000 tons. This discovery, if it shall be verified, will 
De a most interesting and important one.— Mining and Scientific Press,San Francisco. 

Mammotu Gotp Nuaeet.—A gold nugget has been discovered at Snow 
Shoe Gulch, 30 miles from Helena, Montana Territory, which weighs 178% ozs., or nearly 
13 lbs. avolrdupois, and worth there, in greenbacks,$3871'50. It was purchased by Tutt 
and Donnei!, merchants, of Montana, who are sending it on to one of their firm at pre- 
sent in New York. 

The Larcest Wire-Rorz, probably, ever manufactured, was recently 
tarned out from the wire factory of the Messrs. Hazard and Co., Pittsburgh, Pa. Two 
of nearly eqaal length and size were manufactared. The largest lacks but 80 ft. of being 
a mile in length, is 1% in. thick, and weighs upwards of 11 tons.

work in the long tunnel at Roundwood, near Dublin; and the wonderful 
rapidity with which they bore holes for blasting has secured them the great- 
est praise. The tunnel, it will be remembered, is in connection with the 
Dublin Corporation Waterworks; and in the report which Mr. Gro. Low, 
the inventor of the machine, has received from the contractor’s office, Mr. 
H. GREENE writes that he believes they have been subjected to the most 
severe test possible—as he had never seen a harder rock than that in which 
they have been working (a green hornblende, interspersed with quartz 
veins). Their miners had often blunted as many as 24 jumpers of the best 
steel in drilling a hole 20 in. deep; yet he had seen holes of greater depth 
bored with Mr. Low’s machine with only one change of jumpers. The 
patent machine can put in holes in any part of the face, and at any angle 
required, and the time occupied in boring the hole is about one-fifth of 
that taken up by miners. The air-compressing machinery has always given 
a steady supply of air of 90 Ibs. on the square inch, with which the boring 
machines have been worked, and without heating the machinery in the 
slightest degree. 

The Patent Rock Tunyettisa Macurne, as adapted to a tunnel of 
about 6 ft. by 5 ft., is fitted with a donkey-engine, which is connected to all | 
the gears for moving the borer to any part of the face of tunnel required, | 
and also for propelling the whole machine to or from the face, at intervals, 
for blasting. As it makes about 250 revolutions per minute, it will ac- 
complish any of the motions with great expedition and ease. The move- 
ments of all the parts are entirely controlled by two levers, which, by being 
slightly moved in-either direction as desired, will cause the engine to gear 
with any of the movements that are required; and these motions are dis- 
engaged by placing the levers midway. By reversing levers any of the 
movements are reversed when desired. The borer is fitted in a ball and 
socket joint, and is nearly balanced, so that it can be easily moved by hand 
to any angle. The donkey-engine is worked by compressed air, which 
accumulates when the machine is not boring; and it, as well ae the various 
motions, are completely covered to protect them from the rock-dast, debris, 
&c. By the adoption of the donkey-engine the whole machine is propelled 
on the tramway, and the borer shifted to any part of the face to bore fresh 
holes with the greatest possibleexpedition. It is claimed that the machine

COAL AND COKE. 


The great importance of maintaining, or rather increasing, the supply 
of coal to the metropolis must be our apology for again recurring to this 
interesting subject, with a view principally of discussing how far new 
sources of supply can or will be made available. The present supply in 
London and the surrounding district is manifestly inadequate, and manu- 
facturers requiring the use of coal and coke are placed ata great and con- 
stantly-increasing disadvantage, as compared with their competitors in 
many parts of the country, who have an abundant supply of the requisite 
fuel at a cheap rate, though perhaps it may not always be of the exact 
quality desired. With respect to quality, the London manufacturer may 
certainly have an advantage over some of his country competitors; but 
it is procured at great cost—so great, indeed, as in most cases to neutralise 
it. A largely-increased supply alone can enable the manufacturers within 
the metropolitan district to maintain their ground against their more 
favoured country competitors. In viewing the question from the manu- 
facturers’ point of view, we are not overlooking the interests of the general 
consumer, because the interests of the one class are identical with those 
of the other, as it is obvious that an increased supply for manufacturing 
purposes will be accompanied by a correspondingly increased supply for 
household purposes. 

The prospect of our ever obtaining in London a supply so large as ma- 
terially to cheapen the article is not very bright—for this reason, that the 
general demand all over the world is increasing, while the prodaction is by 
no means increasing inthe sameratio. Inthe Mining Journal of Jan. 13 
it is stated that there is so great a scarcity of coal in several districts of 
France that some works in Champagne, the Lorraine, and other parts 
have been stopped in consequence of not being able to procure it. 

This is but a sample of what is going on everywhere else, Every- 
where there is an increased demand; the great expansion of trade and 
manufacture which the world has witnessed within the last few years is 
sufficient to account for this, and there is every reason for supposing that 
that expansion will go on for many years tocome. Of course, the result 
will be an increased export to those foreign countries in which the greatest 
demand prevails, and this, again, involves an additional rise in price here; 
and, as an indication of how this is working, we may refer to the report 
from Scotland, published the other week in the Journal, in which it is 
stated that a most important meeting of the Parrott and Cannel coal- 
masters had been held at Glasgow, at which it was resolved that a uniform 
advance of 124 per cent. should be made on every description of Parrott 
and Cannel coal from the Ist inst., and it is stated that further advanced 
prices will have to be paid before the half-year is over, and that the work- 
able seams are by no means becoming more numerous. 

All this renders it the more imperative to look out for additional sources 
of supply. Last week we spoke of the South Wales field as presenting 
the most promising appearance, and we can only express our astonishment 
that it has not been brought into play sooner; this, however, is perhaps 
not the fault of the coal masters so much as of the directors of the Great 
Western Railway Company, within whose wide domain those vast coal 
fields are comprised. It seems incredible, but it is, nevertheless, the fact, 
that while the Great Northern Railway, which goes through a district con- 
taining much less coal than that through which the Great Western Rail- 
way runs, brought to the metropolis last year no less than 975,509 tons, 
while the Great Western brought in the same period only 237,222 tons. 

As we stated in last week’s Journal, the Great Western directors seem 
to be bestirring themselves, by promoting the construction of a line which 
will considerably shorten the distance over which the coal would have to 
be brought. So that the South Wales coalmasters may now have some 
hope that the — facilities will soon be accorded to them, and, doubt- 
less, before very long this coal field will be brought into active requisition. 
Welsh coal is remarkably cleanly, free from sulphur, and is, therefore, ex- 
actly fitted for furnace and locomotive purposes, whilst the coal from the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire fields, which has latterly been sent into the 
South Staffordshire market, is proved to be by no means adapted for fur- 
nace purposes; hence, with increased railway accommodation for the traffic 
of coal and coke, the manufacturers of South Staffordshire and the con- 
sumers of London must mainly look to the South Wales coal fields for 
their chief supply of this article, the excellent quality of which is already 
proved by the great demand existing for that now raised at the Hollybush 
Colliery and Coke Works Company, Tredegar.

THE “DEVIATION” IN THE COMPASSES OF IRON SHIPS. 


In last week’s Journal we referred tothe forthcoming paper by Mr, Evan 
Hopkins, C.E., F.G.S., which will be read before the Royal United Service 
Institution, on Monday next. The great importance of the subject may 
be inferred from the following extracts taken from the papers of Com- 
mander Evans (Superintendent of the Compass Department of the Royal 
Navy), and Mr. Arcu. SmrrH to the Royal Society, and to the Royal 
United Service Institution last year, and from the ‘‘ Memorandum” of 
the Royal Society to the President of the Board of Trade:— 


“ The diminution of the directive force of the magnet has been found so considerable 
in the case of iron-bailt ships as to have become a matter of serious consideration in 
selecting a place for the compasses. Again the“ deviation ” is caused principally on the 
direction of the ship’s head in building, and consists in an attraction of the north point 
of the needle to the part of the ship which was south in building. The “ deviation ” 
diminishes rapidly after the ship has been launched; and these changes continue during 
the first twelve months:—the changes which take place In the “ deviation” ofa ship 
ballt east and west are generally greater than in one bullt north and south. To the ap- 
plication of correction by magnets to the standard compasses of the ships of the Royal 
Navy, strong, and it is believed well-founded, objections are entertained, Yet from the 
greater amount of disturbing force to which steering compasses are exposed, the call for 
some mechanical correction of the deviation is greater,” 

Mr. Suita, F.R.S., of Lincoln’s Inn, has given his assistance to the 
Compass Department of the Admiralty in the mathematical investigation 
of the subject. Although it is most ably treated by its accomplished au- 
thor, yet the formule derived therefrom, to determine the amount of de- 
viation under different circumstances, can only be followed by skilled ma- 
thematicians. Besides, the tables become useless in a few months, owing 
to the magnetic changes of iron-ships. 

Although Commander Evans has a great objection to the application 
of magnets to correct the deviation, and has even protested against their 
use in one of his reports, we find that he has, nevertheless, applied them 
to the Minotaur. 

This ship “ having bees built head north, the maximum deviation in the steering and 
poop compasses was above 60°! With deviations of this tthe b 
useless, uniess corrected by magnets, and t 
nets were also applied to the standard compass.” 
Mr. Towsen, in his “ Practical Information on the Deviation of the Compass,” re 
marks :—“ In suggesting the use either of the compensation by magnets, or of approxi- 
mate tables, the mariner should be cautioned not to depend on them within half a 
‘point,’ and so shape his course that even a ‘ point’ (11°) of error should not place him 
in danger.” 

The confusion and danger have become so great that the Royal Society 
considered it of sufficient importance to address the President of the Board 
of Trade on the subject. The following extracts are taken from the Me- 
morandum, dated May 18, 1865:— 

“ The attention ef the Fellows of the Royal Society has been recently directed to the 
very great increase which has taken place in the employment of {ron in the construction 
and equipment of ships, and the 1 t au fon of the embarrassment occa- 
sioned in their navigation by the action of the ship’s magnetism on their compasses.” 
“It is believed that the time has come when it is expedient that the Executive Govern- 
ment should exercise a more (irect and systematic supervision over the adjustment of 
the compasses of ships of the mercantile marine.” “The number of iron ships con- 
structed has greatly exceeded that of wood-bullt ships.” ‘ The consequence has been a 
great increase in the amount of the deviation of the compass, increased difficulty in find- 
ing a proper place for the compass, and Increased necessity for, and difficulty in, apply- 
ing to the deviation either mechanical or tabular corrections.” “ Many recent losses of 
iron steamers have taken place, in which it is probable that p error has loned’ 
the loss.” Some of the confusion and danger from the use of magnets, “it is believed, 
can only be effectually prevented by prohibiting the use of the steering compass as the 
navigating compass.” ‘ At present it may be sald that entire ignorance of the ecience 
of magnetism Is the rule. The subject has not hitherto been a recognised branch of the 
education of the seaman, and the most skiifal seaman either ignores it altogether, or 
looks upon it as a mystery not capable of comprehension.” “ It is, therefore, desirable 
to establish a department of the Board of Trade under a superintendent, the whole, or 
greatest part, of whose time should be devoted to this subject,”

ANTHRACITE Usep as Mepicrne.—Dr. N. Dyes, chief medical officer 
of the Hanoverian regiment of the Hussars of the Guards, at Verden, 
having remarked that pigs eat coal with much avidity, took the idea of 
adding a certain quantity of this mineral to the food given to fatten them. 
He gave to some of them from 3 to 6 drachms per day, and remarked that 
these were noted for their liveliness, good appetite, growth, and rapid in- 
crease of flesh. Having repeated the experiment on several occasions, 
Dr. Dyes came to the conclusion that in the fattening of pigs anthracite is, 
for the greater number of these animals, superior to common salt as a 
means of quickening digestion and maintaining general health; that it 
constitutes a preservative against the catarrh of the stomach and intestines, 
as well as against cholics, and that it prevented all the maladies which re- 
sult from impoverishment or thinness of the blood; also that coal exerted 
a favourable action on the liver, spleen, &c. Perfectly convinced as to 
the correctness of his observations, Dr. Dyes did not hesitate in adminis- 
tering coal to persons attacked with abdominal complaints, and chose for 


in the neighbourhood of Osnabruck. He obtained invariably and rapidly 
the best results from the employment of this mineral, which had not in 
any case produced the slightest evil effect. For two years Dr. Dyes has 
employed anthracite in a number of abdominal affections, and obtained 
such remarkable results that he declares that it cannot be too much re- 
commended in catarrhs of the stomach or cramps, and a host of other ma- 
ladies which are usually treated by coal-tar or charcoal. 
the skin he prefers anthracite internally to coal-tar externally. Dr. Dyes 
gives in fine powder 15 to 30 grains per day, incorporated in some conve- 
nient pulp, or in pills. There is nothing extraordinary in all this, when 
we consider that anthracite contains carbon 0:90; hydrogen, 0°03; volatile 
matters (sulphur), 0°03; ashes, 0°04, in 100 parts.—(Analysis, Berthier.) 





ANALYSI8 OF SCALES FROM Iron Ro.tina-Micis.—Messrs. R. P. 
Beaujen, Professor at the St. Chamond College, and Mine, chemist, pre- 
sented a note to the Academy of Sciences last month relative to the scales 
and spangles of iron driven off from iron at a red heat under the rolling- 
mills. In order to ascertain their chemical composition perfectly, the 
learned gentleman analysed those from the forge of St. Chamond, the pro- 
perty of MM. Dubouchet Brothers, where bands are made for barrel-hoops, 
and other purposes; this was done to see how nearly the analysis of the 
scales of the iron used here would agree with the formule of Berthier 
(Fe, O,, 4 FeO), and of Mosander (Fe, O,, 6 Fe). Forthis purpose 
they took 1 gramme of the material, which they dissolved in pure chlor- 
hydric acid, and treated the solution with a solution of permanganatate 
of potash to ascertain the quantity of protoxide of iron. Again, they took 
another gramme of the scales, which they dissolved in the same manner, 
reducing the solution by zinc, in order to attain the peroxide of iron. 
Afterwards a gramme was dissolved in aqua regia, and evaporated to dry- 
ness to discover the silica; also a portion was reserved for discovering 
the alumine, &c.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Guascow, Jan. 24.—We have had a moderate week in Pia-Iron, and 
although Liverpool speculators hold all the iron in store here, amounting to 
close on 300,000 tons, they have let the market down. This is probably 
only a temporary ruse, to still further ‘‘ bear”’ the market, when they will 
return and catch the oversold, by forcing up prices 5s. or 10s.aton. Last 
week about 120,0007. came from Liverpool for these warrants, and they 
intend paying for the others as they fall due. The only probable chance 
of escape from very high prices is, that when the plans of these score of 
English operators are matured, some ove or other of them—as on some 
former occasions—will break up the monopoly by throwing their share on 
the nrarket, and then the others will follow. The movements of the mines 
are also likely to influence prices a little. At Messrs. Merry and Cun- 
ninghame’s furnaces, at Ardeer, the supply of coal is deficient, and as the 
/Men are out on strike, and likely to continue so for some time, as the 

owners are reported to be averse to giving in, there is a probability that 
these furnaces will have to go out. In addition to this, if the miners are 
anything like united, and insist on the eight-hours movement generally 
on the 5th proximo, a general strike may ensue, or they may strike the 
districts seriatim, and this would tell upon the price of pigs in the market. 
| The whole aspect of affairs favours the idea of an advance in price.

| _ The deputation of English miners, which has been visiting the mining 
| districts of Scotland, on Friday met with the men on strike at Kilmarnock; 
| and, after hearing the reports of the delegates from the pits in the districts 
| around as to their willingness to support the men on strike, or those who might yet 
strike for the 5s. a day rate, urged them to unite for the good of the body, and support 
each other while the strike lasted. Resolutions similar to those passed at the Glasgow 
| meeting were carried by the Ayrshire miners unanimously. This pledges the men to 
| the eight-hours movement, which is to come into operation on Feb. 5, and which will 
| diminish the produce of coal and iron one-fifth, if carried into effect, an operation which 
cannot fail to affect the price of both. On Monday the miners in the Bathgateand Ar- 
madale distriets were addressed by the same parties, with like results. 

The market for Coats is without alteration, although there is a good 
| demand for the season of the year, as vessels are still finding their way 
|to the near Baltic and Norse ports. The shipments for the week ara 
14,225 tons against 15,050 tons in the corresponding week of 1865; and as coal-laden 
vessels are now able to put to ses, these shipments would be largely increased if the 
| railway companies would only bring them on tothe shipping ports. It looks as if coal- 
owners would have to form themseives into a joint-stock company to enable the rail- 
way companies to get through with their traffic!

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Jan. 25.—The Iron Trade shows much activity—indeed, the market 
for all kinds appears to be in a feverish state. The exciting news from 
Scotland has had no tendency to allay this, but rather to increase it. Should 
the make of iron be reduced there, which appears probable, it is difficult 
to predict what the price of pigs may be in a short time. The make of 
iron here during the past year exceeded that of the previous year by nearly 
50,000 tons, and it is possible it may advance to the same extent during 
the present year; but as the total make is close upon one million tons, the 
rate of increase is not large. Several furnaces of large size will be brought 
into operation during the present year; but the state of the coal and coke 
trade, and also of the labour market, precludes the possibility of any very 
| rapid advance in the make of iron; there is, therefore, a good prospect for 
advanced prices. 

The demand for coke for smeiting purposes continues very great, and 
many of the ironmasters whose contracts have been finished experience 
much difficulty in getting them renewed even at advanced rates. Under 
these circumstances, it is natural that they should turn their attention to 





| the important questions as to econoralsing both coke and coal, and any attention they 


may bestow on this subject wili amply repay them. With respect to coke, it has been 
found that as the size and heigh’, of smelting-furnaces have been increased, the con- 
sumption of coke for each ton of iron produced has been most materially reduced, The 
old furnaces were generally about 53 ft. in height, and the consumption of coke per ton 
of iron was in those farnaces generally 30 cwts. and upwards, the maximum quantity 
we have heard named being about 34 cwts. Bat with modern furnaces, 80 feet and up- 
wards in height, the quantity of coke consumed per ton of iron has been reduced to 
25 cwts., and even less,the minimum quantity named being as low as 1S cwts. From 
this it will be seen that a rick harvest can be reaped by using improved smelting-fur- 
naces, and as the furnaces built at present are generally of large size, the make of iron 
may be expected to increase to a certain extent without causing a proportionate increase 
in the consumption of coke or coal. : ; 

The contractors, Messrs. Scott and Co., are making fair progress with 
the extensive works at Willington Colliery for draining the water out of 
the drowned-out Tyneside Pits. The boiler-house will contain a number 
of botlers, some of them of great size. Five or six large engines will be employed in 
the work of pumping, &c., at the colliery. The most powerful engines will come from 
Belgiam. A drift is being made from the river side to draw off the water from the old 
workings at that level. The works generally will be upon a very gigantic scale; but 
to all appearance it will be fully the latter end of 1866 before the machinery for pump- 
ing will be got fairly under way. 4 

Several accidents have occurred lately to miners, and most of them fatal. 
One of a most melancholy character occurred to a Cornish miner at Cram- 
lington, he having only commenced work that day. The man alluded to, William 
Worthly, aged 37, went down the Ann Pit, at Cramlington, for the first time, in com- 
pany with Edward Vivian. On commencing work at the coal they tried the roof, and 
a deputy, named Sanuel Palmer, also tried it, and considered it to be safe. Butshortly 
afterwards the roof fe!l in, and inflicted such injuries on Worthly that he died on the 
following night. An inquest was held, at which Mr. M. Dunn was present, and the 
jJary returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” P P r 

Mr. John Turnbull, who has been employed in a responsible situation 
by the Burradon Coal. Company for a period of 12 years, was presented with a gold 
watch and appendages, and also Mrs. Turnbull with a plated tea service, on Monday 
last. The presentation was made by a few friends and tradesmen, who value the cha- 
racter and abilities of Mr. Turnbull.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


JAN. 25.—The Iron Trade continues steadily firm; generally speaking, 
there is a pretty good supply of orders, though in some cases there are 
complaints of slackness, especially for bars. The orders for plates are 
somewhat improving, but the sheet trade is rather quieter. Pig-iron keeps 
very firm in price, and buyers maintain that with the present rate of wages 
they cannot afford to pay the prices now demanded for the raw material, 
whilst they have no expectation of securing an advance in manufactured 
iron. A very large contract for the East India Railway Company is in 
the market, and it is probable that the necessity for making many of the 
single lines in that country into double ones will lead to a brisk demand 
for railway iron. If Mr. Bright’s recent letters to the Free Traders in 
America should have the effect of opening the eyes of the Western States 
to their true interests, we may expect a great demand for iron for the 


States this year. ar 

A most important bank amalgamation has taken place in this county. 
The firm of Stevenson, Salt, and Co., which has existed for a century and 
a quarter, and has always maivtained a high repute, has been absorbed into Lloyd’s 
Banking Company (Limited), which is based on the two firms of Lloyd’s and Moilliet’s, 
of Birmingham. The bank, whose name now disappears from the commercial world in 
this locality, has branches at Eccleshal!, Lichfield, and Rugeley, and has a most wealthy 
clientelle. It keeps the county account:,and the North Staffordshire Railway accounts, 
and its partners hold a very high position, the younger Mr. Salt, who takes a seat at 
the board of the new company, and retains the superintendence of the business, having 
sat in Parliament for the borough of Stafford. The gradual diminution of the mem- 
bers of the firm by death, and the strong tendency to rely on joint-stock banks, has led 
to the course which has been adopted, and which will add no little to the position of the 
new company, which had already a branch at Tamworth, and which now, therefore, 
stretches right into the centre of Staffordshire. The firm of Stevenson, Salt, and Co, 
still retain a banking house in London. 

The reports of the Wolverhampton and Staffordshire,and the Dudley and West Brom- 
wich Banking Companies, are very satisfactory. Both these banks some years ago 
suffered severely from failures in the iron trade. 

The half-yearly report of the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce does 
not contain many items of interest. It refers to the recent reports of the Children’s 
Employment Commission, and anticipates that a Bill will be introduced into Parliament 
in the coming session, for the purpose of carrying out its recommendations, by extending 
those Acts to several of the trades of the town. Ata meeting at Redditch, the great 
seat of the needle manufacture),on Monday night, to consider the question, it was stated 
that many children begin to work in the trade as eariy as five or six years of age. 

The success of the Birmingham Financial Company has been previously 
noticed. It is now stated that a second company of that nature, with the title of the 
Midland Counties Financial Company, is to be started in Birmingham, promoted by 
several well-known gentlemen connected with the Birmingham Banking Company.

DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE. 

Jan. 25.—The greatest activity prevails at the various iron and coal 
works in North Derbyshire, and trade was scarcely ever in a healthier 
state, so that there is a good demand forlabour. At the Devonshire Silk- 
stone Colliery, at Sheepbridge, where the coal was ‘‘ won” a few weeks 
since, they are putting down a second shaft, and are pushing along with 
the top arrangements, as Mr. Pease, the manager, expects to commence 
drawing early in March. The coal is of good quality, and will be close 
upon 4 ft. 9 in. thick. 

In the neighbourhood of Sheffield the iron and steel manufacturers con- 
tinue busy, and for heavy goods there is an increasing demand for home 
and foreign consumption. Bars and rails are also in good request, whilst 
there is a marked improvement in the make of ship-plates, in whick some 
time since there was a considerable falling off. The heavy armour-mills 
are very busy with the Government orders. This branch of the iron trade, 
the home of which may be said to be Sheffield, is likely to attract even 
greater attention than it has already done, for Mr. Brown, the well-known 
maker, has just patented an invention, the object of which is to improve 
the resisting power of the heavy armour-plates. This is principally ob- 
tained by deeply grooving the outer face of iron plates or slabs which eon- 
stitute the exterior sides of the ordinary casing of vessels of war or iron- 
armoured fortifications, so as to form longitudinal ridges, but so arranged 
that they shall run in a horizontal direction when the plate is fixed in its 
place. Another feature of the invention is, that the backing immediately to the rear of 
the grooves, and {fn contact with the plate, is transformed {nto a powerful element of 
strength by the introduction of iron or stee! metallic troaghs, running horizontally, the 
open side pressing against the piate, while the wedge-shaped rear is turned towards 
the skic or frame of the streeture. The invention is an important and valuable one, the 
testing of which will be looked forward to with great interest. . 

The South Yorkshire Coal Trade is in a more satisfactory state than it 
has been for some considerable time past, and all the collieries in the dis- 
trict, with one exception, are working fulltime. The frequent strikes and 
lock-outs, for which the Jucality has long been noted, has tended greatly 
to retard the development of its great mineral wealth. Since 1857 scarcely a year has 
elapsed without a dispute between the masters and their men taking place, resulting 
in @ stoppage of work. In 1864 the lock-out lasted five months, by which the men, 
with a very trifling advantage, lost in wages alone upwards of 70,0007 , equivalent to 
1,490,000 tons of coal, the value of which at the pit’s mouth wonld be faliy 350,000/. 
The dispute jast ended, a(ter the men working half-time for ten weeks, has cost them 
in losa of wages about 1°,000/., with a loss to the masters of the profit on 100,000 tons 
of coal. The Miners’ Union having been to some extent successfal in South Yorkshire, 
have now turned their attention to the western district, as a demand for an advance of 
2d. per ton has been made. If refused there is littie doubt but the new system, known 
as “the restrictive,” will be introduced into the locality, and which has the effect of 
injaring the trade and the workmen as well. In the summer season the system would 
suit the coalmasters well, but with the present good demand it woald, of course, have 
a contrary effect. . z r 

The make of iron in the Cleveland ironstone field continues large, al- 
though a few of the farnaces have been obliged to be banked-up for a day 
or two, in consequence of the dearth of coke, which not only in that loca- 
lity, but in other districts, has been for a considerable time unequal to the 
requirements of the trade. The recent discovery of extensive fie'ds of coal close to 
Melton, promises to make the Cleveland district, at no distant date, one of the most 
important centres of the iron manofactare of the country, and to make what have ever 
been vast tracts of unprofitable and barren land the scenes of busy industry, and the 
homes of large and thriving populations. So large and increasing is the demand for 
fron, both forthe home and foreign markets, that, with the number of new furnaces now 
in course of construction in various parts of the country, there is room formore. At 
present, there are few makers who can keep stocks In hand, and with the vast works 
now in course of construction and in contemplation in England, the Continent, and in 
our colonies, there can be little doubt, let the quantity be never so large, it will find 
ready and remanerative markets. P : . : 

In the present year we shall witness a great increase in the production 


of coal from collieries now in progress in the neighbourhood of Chester- 


field. The new colliery at Morton, the property of the Clay Cross Com- 
pany, will soon be in fall operation, and employment will be afforded for a very large 
pumber of miners. The company are building a block of sixty cottages for the conve- 
nience of their workmen who wil! be employed in the place, but it is impossible to find 
house accommodation at present, and the company will have to arrange with the Mid- 
land for an “ Irish Mail” from Ciay Cross to and from Morton. The sudden influx ofa 
Jarge population in the neighbourhood will add to the thriving trade and popularity of 
Clay Cross, and we hope our loyal borough may reap a share of the trade which will 
thas result from the extended enterprise of our wealthy coalmasters. TheShirland Coal 
Company have secured about 1600 acres of minerals inthe locality. They have passed 
the Furnace, or Potter’s coal, and are sinking down to the biack shale, which they con- 
template reaching in a few months. The mine and the plant are laid out substantially, 
and every care has been taken to facilitate the getting of the coal when the seam is 
reached. A new branch line of railway has been made, which rans into the Midiand a 
short distance north of the Wingfield station, and penetrating the base of the Shirland 
bill runs to the mouth of the colliery. This line will afford a direct exit for the coal 
from the colliery to the main line of the Midiand, whence the company’s mineral will be 
conveyed to all parts of the kingdom. At Pilaley, near Clay Cross, Mr. Houldsworth 
is sink!» z a new colliery, between 30 and 40 yards down. The shaft is being sunk down 
to the bluc* sbale, and when this is reached there will be employment there for a con- 
siderable number of bands. 

Nearer the town of Chesterfield, the Tapton Coal and [ron Company (better known as 
Lockeford) have raised a very substantial plant, and they are now engaged in drawing 
water from the od mine, and in widening the drawing-shaft. The company have also 
a colliery and coke works at Newbold, and a level, or main road, is being driven from 
the Newbo'd property to that at Lockeford, which will be used not only for ventilation, 
but for the conveyance of minerals from Newbold to Lockeford, which has a siding tn 
connection with the Midland Raliway; and this arrangement wil! save an enormous 
expense in cartage. Mr. Halford, mineral agent, Chesterfield, is the manager, and Mr. 
W. Wyatt, as a director and a large shareholder, takes a very active interest in thecon- 


emergency. Some time must elapse before the colliery can be brought into a working 
condition, but when finished the shareholders may rest assured that they will not have 
to do the work over again, as is the case with many undertakings in which the original 
estimates of cost have been so wretchedly under-calculated by hungry men, whose 
only care has been to secure a decent lump of “ promotion money.” 

A number of colliers on strike at the pits of Messrs, Chambers and Co., 
of Chapel-town, near Barnsley, have been guilty of riotous conduct, smashing the win- 
dows, and threatening to pull down the houses of the “ black sheep.” The police have 
hold of the ringleaders. . 

The colliers employed by Messrs. Crawshaw and Blakeley, Southill, 
near Dewsbury, have demanded an advance of wages from 8% to 16 per cent., and be- 
cause this was not conceded, they left work without notice. They are being supported 
by aid from the National Miners’ Union. , . me 

In Lancashire the iron and coal trades continue in that active state which 
has characterised them for sometime past. The exports of coal from Liverpool is on the 
increase, ard there !s a fair demand for steam qualitivs. The pig-iron trade continues 
in a rather unsettled state. 2 : 

Another fearful colliery accident, resulting in the loss of 30 lives, oc- 
curred on Tuesday, must be recorded; Messrs, Mercer and Evans’s High- 
brook Colliery, near Wigan, being the scene of the catastrophe. The ac- 
cident is another of those likely to remain enveloped in mystery, for it appears that the 
fireman examined the pit in the morning, and found everything perfectly safe; and, in 
addition to this, safety-lamps were exclusively employed. The explosion seems at once 
to have blown away an air crossing, and the ventilation being thus altogether stopped the 
death of those within was inevitable. It was two hours before the exploring party 
could advance, as no movement could be made until the crossing was re-made, The 
mine is described as much troubled with faults; but, as every precaution was taken, 
and extra firemen appointed, the men were considered thoroughly safe. On Wednes- 
day, Mr. Higson, the Government Inspector, Mr, Pickard, the miners’ agent, and others 
made a thorough inspection of the workings, but we believe that not a single fact was 
gleaned which would show the cause of the explosion. There was no gas found in the 
pit, nor could it be learnt whence or how it had come, The firemen superintended the 
firing of every shot on the Tuesday morning. At present the only conjecture as to the 
cause of the explosion is that there may have been a blower of gas from the floor at a 
certain point, and that flame was thus blown throagh the gauze, and ignited. 

Investors in Derbyshire lead mines should be ‘‘ mortal Jobs,” inasmuch 
as they require to be fully endowed with patience, and to have a large 
measure of hope. There are a great number of lead mines owned by pri- 
vate individuals, who work on the principle of * no song no supper,” because if they fail 
to get lead ore they fail to get money. This class of mines are worked with little or no 
plant, and the workers of them rely mostly aopon washing the dirt and refuse which the 
ancient miner left behind him. Public capital has, however, enabled several companies 
in Derbyshire to put down large pumping-engines and extersive plant, in order to re- 
trace the steps of the ancient miner, or “ old man,” as tht phrase goes, by pumping the 
water down to his soles, and thus getting to the rich veins of lead which history records 
were left by him for the want of that machinery which the giant intellect of mechanical 
engineers has happily provided for the commercial enterprise of the eighteenth century. 
Of a long list of mines, less than half-a-dozen are considered worthy of a place in the 
local share list. Eyam Mine stands at the head, but its stock is quoted at a discount of 
from 5/. 10s, to 61. per share (10. paid). Next we have Mill Dam, with 3/, 10s. paid 
up, and the shares quoted from 22s. 6d. to 25s. discount. Again, we have the Peak 
United, 97. 10s. paid, discount on that 22. 10s. to 27.108. The Peak Forest stands in the 
most favourable position, with a discount of 2s. 6d. to par, on a paid-up stock of 3/. 15s. 
It is only due to the directors of these mines to state that they are working them in 
perfect good faith, irrespective of market influences, Both the Eyam and the Mill Dam 
are engaged in doing a great deal of what is known as “dead work.” The only shares 
in demand are the Peak Forest. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan. 25.—The Iron Trade is about in the same state as last reported, 
and makers are pretty well placed for orders. A feeling of confidence as 
to the future is becoming more prevalent, and the works are, as a rule, in 
tolerably active employment. On the whole, a satisfactory feeling per- 
vades the district, and it is not expected that any alteration will take place 
in quotations for some time tocome. Home buyers are cautious in giving 
out contracts, in consequence of the present high rate of discount, and they 
await a change for the better taking place, which they hope will be ere 
long. Recent advices are to the effect that foreign stocks are not very 
heavy, and some few orders have been delivered on American account. A 
greater degree of confidence is manifested as to the spring trade with the 
States, and remittances are coming to hand satisfactorily. Shippers, 
however, act with great caution in transacting business on speculative 
account. About the usual quantity is sent to the South American mar- 
kets. A steady trade is setting in from the East, and the expected large 
orders for rails are about being given out, and for which some of the 
South Wales houses have announced their intention of sending in tenders. 
One of the chief orders referred to is that of the East India Railway Com- 
pany, who have advertised for 17,500 tons of rails, together with the re- 
quisite quantity of chairs, fishing plates, bolts, nuts, and spikes. Busi- 
ness with the Continental markets continue about the same; if anything, 
there is a slight improvement to note. Quotations for pig-iron keep firm, 
and there is some difficulty in getting specifications placed, as makers 
are, pretty well sold for some time tocome. There is an active enquiry 
for tin-plates at the late advanced prices. Charcoals, IC, are quoted at 
32s, 6d. at the works, and there is no difficulty in effecting sales at these 
quotations, especially where makers are executing with dispatch. There 
is a good demand for steam coal, but shipping operations are checked, in 
consequence of vessels being unable to get away through adverse winds 
and the boisterous nature of the weather. Owing to the mildness of the 
season the consumption of house coal still keeps down. 

It is reported that Mr. Robert Smith (whose secession from the firm of 
Phillips, Nunes, and Co, we announced last week) has joined the firm of Morris, Lister, 
and Co., Briton Ferry, with whom he was associated sometime since. 

The Swansea Tin-Plate Works are about to erect additional hearths or 
tinning floors in order to meet the increased demand for tin-plates. 

Another very large tin-works will be shortly established at Neath. It 
ig stated that the partners are already chosen, aod that the parchase of the ground is 
almost complete. - ; ? t 3 

It is rumoured that Mr. Powell will sink his new pit at Troedyrhiew, 
near Merthyr, in the approaching spring. It will be of greater depth than in apy direc- 
tion north of the spot, and the workings will be most extensive. 

1t is current in the town of Merthyr that all the men who gave evidence 
at the inquest upon the sufferers by the unfortunate No. 2 Gethin explosion have been 
discharged from the Cyfarthfa Works. There isa very strong feeling in the neighbour- 
hood against Mr. Moody, the viewer, and Mr. W. Davies, the arder-viewer. 

Much sympathy is evinced in the district for Messrs. John Watson and 
Co., at the unfortunate position they are in. Mr. Watson held aimost the entirety of 
the shares in the Mid- Wales Railway, and was largely connected in the construction of 
other Welsh lines. . R 
A contract for 1500 tons of rail for the Antwerp and Rotterdam Rail- 
way, has been let at 67, 19s, 10d. per ton to the Sclessin Company. Two 
South Wales firms—Messrs. Guest and Co. (Dowlais Iron Company), and 
Messrs. Bailey Brothers, Nant-y-Glo, and one English firm, Bolekow and 
Vaughan (Limited), tendered unsuccessfully. 

The third allegation preferred by Mr. Lionel Brough, Her Majesty’s 
Inspector of Collieries for the South-Western district of Great Britain, 
against the proprietors of the New Bedwellty Pits, as contributing to the 
late explosion, wherein 26 lives were lost, came on for hearing at the Tre- 
degar Petty Sessions,on Monday. There was a very large attendance of parties con- 
nected with the works In the district present to hear the case. Mr. Simons appeared 
for the prosecution, and Mr. Charles James defended the proprietary. Mr. Simons con- 
tended, and was supported by evidence, that by the first general rule it was provided 
that whenever lamps were used in acolilery they shou!d be invariably locked. This 
was the meaning of the Legislature in framing the Act, but ft had not been the case at 
these collieries, inasmuch as lamps had been given indiscriminately by the lamp-man 
to all applicants, and they were seldom or never locked. In the course of his ergument, 
the learned advocate contended that had the safety-lamps been locked, as required by 
the Act of Parliament, on the morning of the explosion. the fearfal loss of life in this 
colliery would not have happened. For this the proprietors, through their agents, were 
liable, and he trusted the Bench would mete out such a penalty as the law required, and 
one which would operate as a warning to others who were habitually offending against 
the law. Mr. James, on the part of the defence, argued to the contrary, contending that 
it was only when lamps were required that the law demanded they should be locked, 
and the occasions on which lamps were required had to be decided by the managers. 
In these workings locked safety-lamps were not ordinarily required, and hence the sad 
occurrence was one which could not ordinarily be provided against. Tne Bench, after 
consulting, stated that, inasmuch as the question was one of great importance, and would 
affect a very large district, they should take time to their decisi and weuld 
celiver on Friday (yesterday).

GOLD AND SILVER EXTRACTION—No. II. 


In the second part of Mr. Kusrex’s work, to which reference was made 
in the Journal of Jan. 13, thegeneral Metallurgy of Silver Ores is treated of 
He commences by describing the various kinds of silver ores usually ope- 
rated upon, and the several modes of assay; and he enters upon the con- 
sideration of the commercial methods of extracting silver. He tells us 
that the extraction of silver requires, generally, complicated processes, as it 
occurs in most cases combined with other minerals, which must be removed 
before the silver can be obtained. Generally there are three methods in 
use by which the silver is extracted, the choice of which depends on the 
nature of the ore—melting the silver ores with lead; amalgamation; and 
dissolving and precipitating the silver. He observed that in melting sil- 
ver ores with lead, oxide of lead, or lead ores, silver containing lead is pro- 
duced, which is separated directly by cupellation, or if the lead be poor in 
silver the latter is concentrated in the lead by Pattinson’s method. Parkes’s 
method of extracting the silver from the lead by zinc, promising tad- 
advantages, is not yet extensively practised, on account of some of the zinc 
remaining in the lead. 

The amalgamation or extraction of silver by mercury in the wet way is 
based on the facility with which mercury unites with the silver-forming 
amalgam. It is easily separated by glowing. This process is said to have 
been discovered about the middle of the sixteenth century, in Mexico, and 
became known in Europe in the latier part of the seventeenth century. This 
process is preferable to the preceding when fuel is expensive, or in treating 
poor silver ores, argentiferous copper ores, or copperous products free from 
lead. Of poor earthy silver ores the silver can be concentrated in sulphide 
of iron (iron matt) by melting with iron pyrites. Only the real silver ores 
are subjected directly to amalgamation. From argentiferous copper ores 
the silver is concentrated in the copper matt, or in black copper. These 
products are then amalgamated, allowing thus a cheaper manipulation, a 
more perfect silver extraction, less loss in copper, and the production of 
purer copper than the melting process. The European amalgamation has 
the advantage over the patio in yielding more silver, there being consider- 
ably smaller loss in quicksilver, while the patio amalgamation, on the 
other hand, can be carried on without buildings and fuel. ‘There are prin- 
cipally two processes for solution and precipitation of silver, lately invented 
by Augustin and Ziervogel, which are superior to amalgamation, being 
simple, cheap, and extracting the silver in a short time. Augustin trans- 
forms the silver into a chloride by a chloridising roasting, dissolves the 
chloride in concentrated solution of common salt, and precipitates the sil- 
ver bycopper. Ziervogel roasts the ore under such conditions that the sil- 
ver is converted into a sulphate, which is soluble in hot water, and can be 
precipitated by copper after lixiviation. This last method is more simple, 
but leaves richer tailings than the preceding. Both processes only give a 
good result if the roasting is condacted with the utmost care, and if the 
ore or matt is free from lead, zine, antimony, and arsenic; or, at least, if 
only small quantities of these injurious metals are present. ‘The use of 
these two processes, therefore, is limited to places where pure ore is found 
or pure matt obtained. Other extracting methods of this class—for in- 
stance, by common salt and ammonia, salt and chloride of copper, &c.— 
can only be considered as experiments rather than established processes. 

In the concluding chapter the commercial extract'on of silver is treated 
of, the several modes of melting lead ores and argentiferous copper ores, 
&ec., being in turn referred to. There are good descriptions of Pattinson’s 
and of Parke’s processes, and of the various modes in use for refining silver, 
The extraction of silver in the wet way is likewise carefully explained, 
and under this heading are given various amalgamation processes, as well 
as those of Augustin, Ziervogel, and Patera, a long series of useful tables 
being given, 7 | way of appendix, for the use of those engaged in the ma- 
nipulation of the metals in question. The work is illustrated by nine well- 
executed plates; and as it is arranged with great care, and in a thoroughly 
systematic manner, it cannot fail to obtain extensive patronage, not only 
in the district for which it is intended, but in all places where gold and 
silver mining is carried on. 








GOLD-BEARING SULPHURETS, AND THEIR REDUCTION. 


As much interest is manifested at the present time in the mining com- 
munity of California concerning the introduction of an effectual and eco- 
nomical method of extracting the precious metal from the large quantities 
of gold bearing sulphurets of iron, which are so extensively found in various 
parts of this State, and which are almost valueless to their owners, because 
no really practical and cheap method of working them has as yet been 
successfully carried into effect, I have thought the following remarks in 
relation to their treatment might be of sufficient interest to your readers to 
secure a place in the colamne of the Press. Having conducted numerous experiments 
during the last eight years on that class of minerals, for the purpose of arriving at a 
solution of the problem of their economical working, I shall enamerate some of them, 
and endeavour to point out what I consider to be an effectual method for the parpose, 
describing first a process of my own invention, which gives the destred resu!t, but which 
was abandoned by me on account of the great expense attending it, and the tardiness of 
the operation. By means of this process the whole of the pyritous matter was con- 
verted into magnetic oxide of iron, the precious metals being left In a“ free” state, cap- 
able of being extracted by amalgamation, none being lost during the operation by vola- 
tilisation or otherwise, I took thesulphurets, mixed them with carbon, and placed them 
in appropriate vessels, excluding atmospheric oxygen, while a current of steam was 
made to act on the mixture, it being maintained at a bright red heat. The use of the 
carbon was to render the mass permeable by vapour, and prevent fusion of the proto- 
sulphurets; the hydrogen of the decomposed steam united with the sulphar of the mine- 
ral, and was carried off principally in the state of sulphuretted bydrogen, while the oxy- 
gen united with the iron, forming protosesquioxide. 

The common adopted for desulphurising the mineral {s to roast it, in a finely 
divided state, with constant stirring, on the sole of a reverberatory farnace, with the 
assistance of heat and atmospheric oxygen, until it be completely per-oxidised. By 
means of this method the metais are “ freed,” when contained in bi-sulphide 
of iron, and may be extracted by well-known methods, but unfortunately (this being 
an almost universally admitted fact) from 20 to 80 per cent. of the precious metals, es- 
pecially gold, is carried off, mechanically, in a fine state of division, along with the 
dense fames of sulphurous acid gas which are generated during the decomposition of the 
mineral, and which {s lost, unless some means be employed for its collection. 

Another method is the “Chlorination process,” which demands, as in the former, a 
similar oxidation, and hence being subject to the same loss of gold previous to the treat- 
ment of the mass by chlorine and preci>itation of the gold by photo-sulphate of iron. 
The gold by this process is obtained nearly pare, in the state of a fine brown powder, 
which is afterwards meited into ingots, while the silver that was associated with the 
gold ts lost, anless {t be afterwards recovered by treatment with some liquid capable of 
dissolving the chloride of silver formed, which would be an expensive process, when 
the argentiferous metal exists only in small quantities In the alloy contained in the 
mineral. Several new “inventions” have been made lately in the shape of furnaces, to 
do the work of desalphurising and oxidising the sulpburets; but Iam not aware that 
any have yet answered the expectations of the inventors. Among them I may men- 
tion the Gold and Silver Separating Company's furnace (Dr. Hagan’s), the perform- 
ance of which I was requested to examine, in my professional capacity, the result of 
which may be interesting to meny of your readers, and ag I have the permission of the 
party for whom I have mate the examination to make it public, I will do so, 

The object was to ascertain {f the mineral operated on (bi-sulphide of iron) was 
completely cesuiphurised ; if not, to what extent; if any loss of gold occurred during 
the treatment; the amount extracted by amalgamation, and the state of the refuse after 
amalgamation. Samples were furnished me for the parpose. The mineral had been 
treated in lumps; heat, atmospher'c oxygen, and superheated steam being used. The 
mineral was thus treated, as I wes informed, during forty-eight hours. The result of 
my examinations was as follows :— 

1.—Assay of the crude suiphurets: gold, $301°72; silver, $3°76=$395'48 per ton. 

2.—Analysia of the crude sulphurets: gold, 0°065; silver, 0°010; iron, 33°570; sul- 
phar, 38°370 ; silica (quartz), 26°730, 

3.—Assay of the mass after treatment: gold, $329°50; silver, $3°02 =$332'52 per ton. 

4.—Examination of the treated mass for sulphar only, which was found to exist 
os bi-sulphide of fron and partly in magnetic sulphuret) to the extent of 17°23 
per cent. 

5.—Assay of the bullion extracted by ama'gamation, its weight was 1°47 0zs.—gold 
836 fine, value $25°40; silver, 131 fine, value $0°25; full value $25°65. 

6.—Assay of the tailings, $146°12 per ton. 

From wuich I conclude that nearly 16 per cent. of the precious metals was lost during 
the treatment; that the mineral was desulphurised to the extert of 55 per cent.; that 
52 per cent. ($205°12 per to.s) of the precious metals was extracted by amaigamation, 
and that 32 per cent. was left in the tailings. How can steam, superheated or not, be 
made to permeate a solid mass of ore, be the construction of the furnace what it may ? 

I will mention, in conclusion, some of the merits of a new desu!phurising iarnace 
Invented by Mr. White,of New York, and described in your valuable journal of Nov. 11. 
The object sought to be attained by it is likewise oxidation of the sulphurets, and {s0- 
lation of the precious metals. It would be liable to the loss of gold, already mentioned, 
if it were not for the coll of pipe in the chimney, from which jets of cold water are 
ejected; and I have no hesitation in asserting that by means of the condensing effect of 
this arrangement any fine particles of gold, mechanically carried off, would be precipi- 
tated Into the trough below and recovered, along with the oxidised mineral. Its chief 
merit consists, in my opinion, in the mode of feeding the stamped ore, in smal! quan- 
tities at the time, and continuously, whereby every partical must come in intimate 
contact with the heated oxygen of the atmosphere, over and over again, during its pas- 
sage through the farnace, thus securing a lete oxidi and q isola-
